CoOUNTRYMAN’S

“NOR the last six years the apple trees in my 
} orchard have adopted the attitude that 
they have become biennial growths. In 
other words, they produce bumper crops one 
year and no fruit at all the following autumn 
In 1950, when the apple store-shed was full to 
overflowing, | was giving away the surplus to 
anyone who wanted it, but in 1951 only six 
apples formed on thirty-six trees, and these were 
required by the birds. Last autumn the glut was 
greater than that of two years previously, and 
since the same state of affairs existed in every 
garden and orchard in the locality it was diffi- 
cult to find anyone who would accept the apples 
as a gift unless they were picked and putina sack 
by the gate for collection. They were collected 
very grudgingly, and there were some ¢ omplaints 
about the quality and variety of the apples that 
the sacks contained. This year, judging from 
the number of blossoms to be seen in my 
orchard, the blackbirds will be lucky if they can 
find even six apples for their breakfasts 
The varieties on my holding that behave in 
this fashion are those which one will find in most 
orchards in the vicinity, namely Beauty of Bath, 
Worcester Pearmain, [Laxton Superb, 
Orange Pippin, Newton Wonder and Bramley’s 
Seedling, and, except for a dozen blooms on one 
of the Bramley’s and two or three on the Cox’s, 
there is not a spot of colour on any of the three 
dozen trees this spring [his absence of blossom 
is not general in the district on my

There is no doubt whatsoever about the 
state of the early potato crop in most gardens, 
and the blackened and withered ruins of the six 
inch-high shoots indicate that we may expect to 
raise the first tubers in reduced numbers at least 
a fortnight later than we had hoped 

The growth that felt the 
etfect of the frost to a greater extent than any 
thing else is that otherwise tough and persistent 
weed, the bracken, which in mary parts of the 
moorland near the house had reached the height 
of three feet. The dying shoots are lying coiled 
on the ground, and their dull greenish-brown 
colour caused by the frost is precisely the same as 
that of the common grass snake, so that at first 
glance it looks as if the ground is covered with 
these reptiles. I realised this similarity when 
the largest of the bracken 
which I was looking moved off in graceful 
swerves to cover in the undergrowth, and I 
then noticed that this partic ular stalk differed 
from the others in that it was wearing a bright 
vellow collar.

There are grounds for believing that the 


scale of the task confronting the nation has 
been exaggerated The Gowers Keport found 
that, out of an estimated total of 200,000 
listed buildings, the Ministry of Works and 
National Trust guessed that about 2,000 
including notable town houses, might come into 
the category of ‘outstanding merit On the 
basis of the number of country houses which 
CouNTRY LIFE has deemed of sufficiently out 

standing merit to illustrate, the number of 
country houses potentially involved is some 
thing in the neighbourhood of 500. But nothing 
like that number are in need of immediate sub 
vention The Gowers Report suggested that the

accessibility to the public should weigh in such arguable cases. 
Ihis may be fallacious, since motoring makes remoteness merely 
comparative The visual unity of the building in its setting 
and with its contents seems the more realistic test 

We must, in fact, be realistic in our whole expectations of 
the scheme. It is manifestly impossible, even if it were desir- 
able, to preserve everything that we should like to. A fairly 
short list should be made up of houses that must in any event 
be preserved. Beyond that it is doubtful whether a secondary 
list of “if possibles’’ would in practice be worth the labour of 
compiling, in view of the Ministry of Planning and other existing

From 1848 to 1881 Hughenden was the country home of Benjamin 
Disraeli, Karl of Beaconsfield. The house was given its present appearance 
by Edward Kuckton Lamb early in the 1860s, and is an interesting 
example of mid-Victorian taste. It was handed over to the National Trust 




















in 1946 and is now maintained as a Disraeli museum. 










PIERUSAL of the country house articles in old volumes of 
COUNTRY Lire provides a fascinating study of changing tastes 
in architecture, furniture and decoration during more than 
half a century. It is probably fair to say that the houses illustrated 
in the earliest issues were chosen not so much for their architectural 
merits as for the status of their owners, but as time went on a more 
selective attitude was adopted, in which architectural considerations 
outweighed any others. Thus not only has a very considerable pro 
portion of England's architectural wealth been described, but at the 
same time the order in which the various houses were illustrated has 
reflected to a certain extent the gradual decline of admiration for 
some styles of architecture and the growth of appreciation for 
others. 

When Country Lire was founded Queen Victoria was still on 
the throne, and naturally examples of Victorian architecture found 
their way into its pages, just as current buildings are occasionally 
illustrated at the present time. As the 20th century began, however, 
there was a decided reaction against Victorian architecture, counter 
balanced as the century progressed by a growing appreciation of 
Georgian and subsequently Regency building. Before the first World 
War there were probably three Tudor or Jacobean houses illustrated 
to one Georgian; the proportion is now almost exactly the opposite. 
Moreover, the circle of taste has completed nearly a revolution, and 
Victorian buildings are again beginning to arouse interest and even 
admiration—and to find their place once more in the pages of 
CouNTRY LIF!

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and the drawing-room, and also to the garden. Disraeli’s Gallery of 
riendship is continued in the inner hall, where there are portraits of 
some of his most intimate companions: Lord John Manners, Lord 
Mahon and Edward Bulwer-Lytton (Fig. 12), who, as an already 
successful novelist and a rising politician, launched the youthful 
Disraeli into fashionable society in the early 1830s. Also in the 
inner hall hang portraits of Napoleon III, who met Disraeli during 
his exile in England, and Lord Byron (Fig. 10), who had been 
i friend of Disraeli’s father, Isaac D’Israeli, and was a symbol 
of veneration for the entire Disraeli family. 

On the right of the inner hall is the Disraeli room, where a 
number of interesting relics connected with the great statesman and 
his family have been assembled. They are too numerous and varied 
to allow description and must be seen to be appreciated, but two 
items have been selected for illustration. The first is a sketch of 
Disraeli in his study at Grosvenor Gate in 1844, when he was M.P. 
for Shrewsbury (hig. 8). The second is a spirited drawing by Daniel 
Maclise of Giovanni Battista Falcieri, known as Tita, who had been 
Byron's personal servant (Fig. 9). Disraeli found Tita in Malta in 
1830 and brought him back to England, where he was installed at 
Isaac D'Israeli’s home, Bradenham Manor, and subsequently mar- 
ried the housekeeper. After Mr. D'Israeli’s death in 1848 his son 
procured Tita the sinecure post of Chief Messenger at the India 
Office. 

The Disraeli room is furnished frankly as a museum. On the 
other hand, the drawing-room (Fig. 3), on the opposite side of the

inner hall, is skilfully furnished as it might have been when Disraeli 
lived there—although in fact during his occupation of Hughenden 
it was used as the library. Just as the dining-room shows Lamb at 
his worst, so the drawing-room shows him at his best in the pro- 
vision of a charming architectural foil to the choice display of 
furniture, pictures and hrbelots now assembled there. This delight 
ful room and its contents epitomise fashionable mid-Victorian 
taste 

The drawing-room is divided into two bays by twin arches of 
a restrained Gothic form, which is repeated in the shape and 
decoration of the doors and cupboards. The ceiling has simple 
coffering in low relief, giving a panelled effect. The walls have 
recently been re-papered with a patterned blue flock paper, which 
gives an astonishingly rich and warm impression when the sun 
streams in through the tall French windows, and at the same time 
provides a sumptuous background for furniture. None of the pieces 
calls for special mention, except the magnificent enamelled and 
velvet-topped buffet (right of Fig. 3), but it is all typical of the 
period before Victorian furniture became heavy and oaken: the

inlaid and gilt tables, the striped satin 
settees, the footstools, the embroidered 
chairs in the French taste, some of them 
worked in Lady Beaconsfield’s own hand 
with a B beneath a coronet. The pictures are 
no less representative of the age: the topo 
graphical water-colours of Venice and Pots 
dam, the religious enamels, the sentimental 
oil paintings such as the Flower Girls of 
Venice, by T. Unwins (left of Fig. 4), and the 
portrait drawings by Downman and A. E 
Chalon. Of more immediate interest, perhaps, 
are portraits of Lady Blessington (Fig. 4),

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A ROYAL VICTORY IN THE DERBY? 


SNIGHTEEN months ago, when on holiday in 
k America, Capt. C. Boyd-Rochfort told a 
4 gathering of newspaper reporters that he 
hoped to win the Derby of 1953 with a colt 
bred at the royal stud at Sandringham. But 
since newspaper reporters, and American ones 
in particular, are renowned for their persistence 
and since no one would accuse Capt. Boyd 
Rochfort of being unduly optimistic, one suspects 
that the prophecy though it was, 
extracted with some difficulty. Nevertheless, the 
fact remains that in whatever guise it was made 
it has already gonea long way towards fulfilment 
The colt to which Capt Boyd-Rochfort 
referred was the Queen's Aureole, then a year 
ling. Aureole, a bright chestnut, by Hyperion, 
winner of the Derby and St. Leger of 1933, from 
Angelola, a mare by Donatello II, sire of the 
Gold Cup winners, Alycidon and Supertello, first 
ran at York on August 19 of last year, when, in 
spite of being backward in condition, he won by 
a head from Mr. T. fF. Blackwell’s Brolly. But 
anyone who supposed that this performance 
meant that Aureole was destined to take a place 
high up among the best of last year’s two-year 
olds was tn for a disappointment, for in the 
Middle Park Stakes at Newmarket Aureole 
could do no better than finish sixth, roughly 
six lengths behind the winner, Mr. W. Humble’s 
Nearula 
Aureole’s performance in the Middle Park 
Stakes meant that he was rated 13 1b. behind 
Nearula in the official handicap for two-year 
olds and when he reappeared as a three-year-old 
in the Two Thousand Guineas and_ finished 
104 lengths behind Nearula, :t seemed at 
first sight that the gap between the two had 
widened rather than narrowed.

It is worth pointing 
out that driving in this manner habitually is 
expected of the Fiat testers, both on the auto

Certain other features of the Fiat force one 
to think that a large proportion of the directorate 
both engineers and enthusiastic 
drivers—a combination less common in large 
than might be thought The pedals 
are well placed.

RGANZA started its successful career, comparatively recently as 
() fabric careers go, by being a pure silk organdie, but it has rapidly 
become so popular that it is now being manufactured not only from 
pure silk, but from all the various yarns, as well as all kinds of mixtures 
It is woven in several weights, varying from the most diaphanous of sheers 
to the semi-opaque shantung weaves which are particularly fashionable for 
garden party outfits, cocktail dresses and coats. All of the different types 
are distinguished by a crisp texture and possess that brittle lightness so 
prized by the makers of present-day fashions 
Organza is the perfect medium for the bouffant dress, as a huge billow 
ing skirt can look as light as a tulle, yet is stronger. Some of the 
of the shantung weaves, woven from “ wild” silk, possess a texture that 
alternates between a roughcast that is semi-opaque and the airiest of 
gauzes, and they shine and gleam in contrast to the matt surface of the 
earlier organzas. The ordinary organzas, copied from their cotton organdie 
prototype, are often patterned in a large bouquet or arrangement of fern 
fronds in a delicate tracery in exactly the same shade as the ground, or they 
have a light pattern in gilt. There is a new process of applying real gold 
leaf to silks in a gold that never tarnishes and can be washed. Cresta Silks 
have designed a lovely steel-grey organza printed with sprays of feathery 
flowers in this shining gold, and the fabric has been made up as a bal! dress 
by Norman Hartnell with one of the fashionable wide skirts billowing out 
at the back over stiffened underskirts.
